One link remains to make the 
system of greatest value to the 
entire County. It is hoped that soon 
the equipment will include devices 
which can automatically sound the 
fire signals in all the County’s 
communities by radio signals from 


Warren’s 
Central 
station where 
twenty-four hour alertness will 
guarantee quick responses. It will 
then be possible to have just one 
fire number to telephone from any­ 
where in Warren County and the 
firemen on duty in Warren will 
sound the local signals. As soon as 
sleepy-eyed men are aroused from 
bed to gather at the truck’s radio 
set, specific directions can be for­ 
warded. No matter how great the 
catastrophe all the efforts of the 
firemen can be used to best ad­ 
vantage when close contacts can be 
maintained. 


WARREN’S NEW COMMUNICA­ 
TION SYSTEM for the fire depart­ 
ment was revealed last week when 
Homer Haines demonstrated the ad­ 
vantages to a committee of borough 
officials. In the attentive group are

Howard Alexander, 
Floyd Rice, and Creed Erickson, 
a committee of the Warren Co. 
Association of Insurance Agents who 


are working with the council on 
fire protective measures; and Jam es 
Tridico, fire chief. 
One truck in each of Warren’s 
three stations is equipped with radio 


facilities as is the chief’s car. The 
central station on Third avenue is 
the controlling office from which 
volunteer units in the County are 
contacted by telephone.

UP ON RADIO SUMMIT this unit 
controls the transmitting and re­ 
ceiving of m essages. Mary Maier 
(pictured) is assistant engineer, and 
when on duty for the local radio 
station assumes the responsibility 
for the proper behavior OI the fire 
department’s technical equipment. 
Mary recently received her first 
class license which is a distinct 
accomplishment for a member of 
the "weaker” sex. 
Up here where the radio station, 
the firemen, the sheriff, and soon 
the Pennsylvania Electric Co. propel 
voices to distant receivers the view 


of Warren is wonderful and the 
broadcasting range is terrific. The 
m essages are carried to and from 
the Warren Central station for the 
firemen over special wires of the 
Bell Telephone Co. 
The pictured equipment was pur­ 
chased through the cooperative ef­ 
forts of the Warren County Com­ 
missioners and the Warren County 
Civil Defense Council under the 
auspices of W. C. Fuellhart, dir­ 
ector. The modernizing brings com­ 
plete coordination of all Warren 
County fire fighters within easy 
reach. 


SPECIAL MENTION must be made 
of this Nativity Scene as reproduced 
by one of the women patients at the 
Warren State Hospital. In a period 
of approximately three weeks, the 
figures were completed to the minut­ 
est details. The angels, humans and 
animals are sewed from cloth and 
stuffed to life-likeness.

CONTROVERSIAL BOOK 
About this time every year we 
attempt to list the leading books, 
movies, plays, and sim ilar dra­ 
matic attractions and mediums of 
the past year.

As our editor in Sheffield com­ 
mented in a recent review, it is 
necessary to read the entire book, 
page by page, to do it full justice.

average working man or the school- 
going young viewer. We mention 
this for two reasons. One is to 
suggest that if you like good movies 
and can find other hours for sleep, 
you may see some top class pro­ 
ductions after midnight. The other 
reason is to suggest that people 
write the television stations and 
object to the late hours for the 
best shows.

EDUCATIONAL ASSISTANCE 
If television continues to have 
such programs as Omnibus, the 
American public is going to grow 
in knowledge, whether it likes it 
or not. An example was the Mes­ 
siah production on Christm as Day. 
To completely enjoy such a pro­ 
gram, a viewer must have an ap­ 
preciation of music, and be able 
to get something from it. 
A week or two ago the same pro­ 
gram presented a music director 
who revealed what a director must 
know, the training he must undergo, 
what his various hand signals mean, 
and how he brings forth from an 
orchestra the wanted effects. He 
pointed out that a composition is 
played as the director develops it, 
and for that reason the same music 
is heard in many variations, de­ 
pending on the man with the baton 
or the expressive hands. 
This same director was leading 
the orchestra for the Messiah pro­ 
gram, and those who listened to 
him on the previous program had 
a better idea of what he was doing, 
and much better appreciation of 
what he had gone through to pre­ 
pare the music as it was being 
heard.

throughout the nation, and if only 
one in each assembled group com­ 
prehended in part what the man 
meant, a step forward was taken. 
And all who listened, learned more 
than they realized.

WARNING . . . SOFT ICE 
You can’t fall through the ice 
and get wet on W arren’s ice rink, 
but you can ruin the skating for 
everyone if you ignore the signs 
hanging there and walk on the ice 
when it is soft. It will get that 
way on warm days, as was the case 
over Christmas. 
The making of ice in this way 
is a new experiment in some re­ 
spects for Warren. We have tried 
it before on a cement surface, and 
in cold weather have had fair suc­ 
cess. The black top differs in that 
it holds more of the sun’s heat and 
is apt to melt the ice from beneath. 
Several things can be done to 
counteract this and the simplest one 
now is being tried. That is to pack 
the snow which falls on the surface 
for the purpose of creating a cold 
protective coat. Cold nights then 
are needed to spray layers of ice 
on top of the snow. Once this is built 
up, there is hope that it may be both 
a constant working base for future 
spraying and an insulation against 
the sun’s rays. 
If this does not work, such m ater­ 
ial as sand or lime can be tried to 
counteract the latent heat proclivi­ 
ties of black top. And, of course, 
the one sure way, is to add a layer 
of pipes, through which refrigerating 
liquids are forced. This would re­ 
quire more money, but it would 
make the ice skating area a per­ 
manent playground throughout the 
winter months. 
We understand that this some time 
is done with plastic pipe, which can 
be removed when warm weather ar­ 
rives and tennis comes into favor. 
Water is poured onto the rink high 
enough to surround and cover the 
pipes. The best way, of course, is 
to imbed the pipes in the paving, 
but this is very expensive, and that 
possibility has been lost. 
Meanwhile, we must make the 
most of the weather and the facili­ 
ties available. Which gets us back 
to the request, "Keep off the soft 
lice so that all of us can enjoy 
•the results of colder weather.”

Year in Review 


It's been quite a year, all right. 
Nineteen fifty-five was television’s 
first billion-dollar year. It was the 
first year many of the top attractions 
nere in color, though the public re­ 
mained unmoved or at least were not 
moved to buy a set. It was the year 
Como overtook Gleason and Phil 
Silvers overtook Milton Berle. 
This was the year everyone left 
town. The “Home” show originated 
in Atlanta, Fort Worth, Catalina 
Island, Kutztown, Pa.,Miami Beach, 
Boston, Chicago, Milwaukee, Phila­ 
delphia and San Francisco. “To­ 
night” came out of Miami, Dayton, 
Baltimore, Cleveland and Holly­ 
wood. Bob Hope sprang up every­ 
where from Goose Bay to France. 
To cap it all NBG tried out “Wide 
Wide World” , which jumped around 
the continentfromHavana toCanada, 
from one ocean to the other, show­ 
ing what the ordinary folk were up 
to on an ordinary Sunday. It was all 
live and much of it was extraordinar­ 
ily good.

PRICE CUTTING NEXT? 
We have mentioned here the steps 
taken by a few major companies to 
remove controls over the prices 
obtained for their products and to 
enter the competitive market with 
the discounters. We now are told that 
General Electric is the next one. 
In 1956 it will make large slashes 
in the prices of its small accessory 
line. 
If a few major companies like GE 
start this practice it suggests that 
the market has been surfeited at the 
continually climbing price levels and 
the inevitable has come. 
It also is quite possible that poli­ 
tics will play a major part in econ­ 
omics this year. With big business 
definitely behind the Eisenhower 
administration and hopeful of keep­ 
ing the GOP in power, every step 
possible to hold the production line 
and at the same time keep all sup­ 
plied with the good things of life 
probably will be taken. 
You can look for full production, 
lower prices, or prices made lower 
through larger trade-in allowances 
and sim ilar indirect means. 
The car industry also is expected 
to maintain production,-even if deal­ 
ers suffer and bootlegging fully 
utilized to peddle the crop. The 
year of the big change may be 1957, 
when radical changes are anticipated 
in models and in marketing. 
It is reported that some automotive 
engineers are so discouraged by the 
reluctance of American manufactur­ 
ers to utilize the knowledge avail­ 
able to make really fine cars that 
they are prepared to shift to Euro­ 
pean areas where at least one new 
car is expected to result, incorpor­ 
ating their ideas. 
To compete with such actions, the 
American manufacturers can be ex­ 
pected to take revolutionary steps 
And the revolution could come in 
’57.

MORE NEW PLANES 
There is not much of a news 
revelation in the fact that heli­ 
copters are being built that can 
transport forty men. This is being 
done for the army and the airforce, 
as you no doubt have seen in var­ 
ious science magazines and depart­ 
ments. 
But this same plane soon will be 
busting into the commercial field 
and with results that can have a 
very strong effect on us who reside 
in mountainous Pennsylvania. In 
fact, it is built in Pennsylvania, and 
at least one other Pennsylvania 
manufacturer is adding a sm aller 
model.

The big ’copters fly about 150 
miles an hour, which seems slow, 
but when you compare present rail­ 
road travel to the advantage of 
stepping into a plane within your 
borough limits, and being in New 
York in a couple of hours, you be­ 
come aware of the potential. 
On top of this we find Cessna, 
which is battling to get into the 


family plane level of business, com­ 
ing out with a small plane that is a 
helicopter. The safety features of 
these new ’copters is that a dead 
motor does not mean you make 
holes in the landscape. By disengag­ 
ing the motor, the windmills go into 
action from the force of the air, 
and you float down. Simplest thing 
yet devised in air travel. 
Given enough air traffic, the War­ 
ren port probably would outgrow 
itself. Then would come that new 
port atop a neighboring hill. All 
is relative. We hope the ’copters 
start coming in soon to stir up 
something more than the air.

a contemplated loan of $200 mil­ 
lions from the International Bank to 
Egypt to help further with her dam. 
We, as usual, will provide the bulk 
of that. 
We are offering all this to check­ 
mate Russia, that is, to prevent 
Egypt getting the money from Soviet 
Russia which volunteered some time 
ago to help finance the dam. This 
is just another installment payment 
in the cold cash contest of the cold 
war which, it is suspected, future 
generations one day will look back 
upon as fantastic. 
Egypt is in a position to play the 
two sides off against each other and 
so it becomes now a practical m atter 
that we ante up to keep Egypt on our 
side and keep Russia from getting a 
foothold in Egypt. That is just good 
business — and we can accept it in 
regular course. 
But what puzzles the onlooker 
about this deal to give away so 
many millions to another govern­ 
ment to build a dam is that the 
same high officials who do that 
without second thought absolutely 
refuse to utilize the resources of 
our Treasury, to which we all have 
contributed, to build dams here at 
iiome to develop our own country. 
Furtherm ore, nobody has ever 
even proposed that our government 
give away the money from our 
Treasury to build dams here as is 
being done in the case of Egypt, 
even though it is our money that 
would be used for something that 
would benefit all of us.

Those were picked out be­ 
cause this Administration has done 
everything it can to prevent public 
development of the single greatest 
waterpower site left in our country 
— Hell’s Canyon in the Snake River 
along the Oregon-Idaho border. The 
government development originally 
planned there would utilize the entire 
potential of the Snake River and Co­ 
ordinate it with the Columbia River 
system development as planned by 
our Army engineers. 
Secretary of Interior McKay, how­ 
ever, has decreed that this develop­ 
ment is to be on a lesser scale by a 
private company for private profit 
which means higher rates for home­ 
owners and industry than under 
public development. 
What is good for Egypt is not 
good, either, for other parts of the 
Northwest, nor for still underde­ 
veloped watersheds in other parts of 
the country. For the McKay policy 
is to bar public development for 
the benefit of the people to whom the 
rivers belong and to perm it develop­ 
ment only if private companies will 
participate, arid they are reluctant, 
as the Secretary has learned, unless 
there’s a nice profit in it for them­ 
selves, which is only natural. Not 
ong ago the Secretary was out beg­ 
ging these private companies to 
come in, as the nation faces a power 
shortage. 
Where did Egypt get her idea of 
utilization of the vast water re­ 
sources of the Upper Nile? 
Why from the same place, of 
course, that France and India and 
Russia and Palestine and China and 
the Belgian Congo got their idea for 
the development of their water re­ 
sources, namely, the TV A. 
We have exported the idea, we have 
exported funds from our Treasury, 
we have exported our engineering 
talent to the far corners of the earth. 
But what is good for them is no 
longer good for us. 
Somehow it doesn’t make sense.

STILL FISHING 
If you like your fishing with frost 
around the edges, the state lets you 
enjoy your favorite sport through 
most of the winter. It is permitted 
in all waters controlled by the De­ 
partment of Forests and Waters, and 
includes fishing through the ice. 
As usual you must quit at dusk, and 
the taking of pickerel and yellow 
perch is limited to December and 
January. You can use tip-ups for 
this kind of fish, but are limited to 
five. Panfish may be taken during 
daylight hours the year around, 
either in open water or through the 
ice. 
Wrap yourself up in woolens, fix 
yourself five tio-ups, stick a good 
axe in your belt, pack a hot lunch, 
and have fun.

SNOWSHOE RABBIT 
SEASON NEARS 
Snowshoe rabbits (varying hares) 
will provide Pennsylvania sports­ 
men their first open hunting season 
of 1956. The one-week season will 
begin at 7 a. rn. January 2. It will 
close at 5 p. rn. January 7. The 
daily bag limit is 2; the season 
limit is 6. 
Snowshoe rabbits are scarce in 
many parts of the state, so the 
Game Commission limited the up­ 
coming season to one week. Where 
these animals are presently in fair 
numbers the supply is about as high 
as in other recent years. 
Destruction of 
natural habitat 
caused by maturing .forests and 
overbrowsing by deer have been 
the principal contributors toward 
the reduction in the population of 
this game animal. But the white 
rabbit provides many sportsmen 
an unusual type of winter hunting 
in the northern areas of the state. 
The 
s n o w s h o e 
really “makes 
tracks” as it circles widely ahead 
of hounds. 
Against snow a hunter must look 
sharply to detect the nearly all- 
white animals, but if the ground is 
bare and dark the snowshoes stand 
out “ like sore thumbs” .

Ike's Heart Attack May 
Boost Health Funds 


By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON. — The Republican 
Administration which hopes and be­ 
lieves it will go into the campaign 
next year with a candidate who has 
had a heart attack, President Eisen- 
however, has abruptly reversed its 
field on Federal aid to medical re­ 
search and education. 
For three years Democrats in 
Congress with some minority Re­ 
publican support have appreciably 
raised Administration budget totals 
in this field. The Administration with 
Mrs. Hobby, who was then Secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare 
as spokesman, fought hard all the 
way. 
Senator Hill, Democrat, and Sen­ 
ator Bridges, Republican, also man­ 
aged to get Senate approval of their

bill to appropriate $90 million over 
three years for Federal aid to re­ 
search construction. Mrs. Hobby 
stymied them in the House however 
and managed also to stop cold a bill 
by Hill with four Democratic and two 
Republican co-sponsors to appro­ 
priate $250 million over five years 
for Federal aid to medical educa­ 
tion. 
M rs. Hobby’s successor, Marion 
B. Folsom, has now in effect scoop­ 
ed up all these projects and begun 
the process of affixing the Adminis­ 
tration stamp on them. 
He said that he would recommend 
increases of 25 to 30 percent for the 
basic research programs. At a later 
date he promised to take up the 
m atter of aid to construction of 
research facilities and to medical 
education. 
The Administration dilemma as 
it approaches 1956 is perhaps best 
illustrated by the case of Dr. Paul 
White, 
the 
pre-em inent 
h e a r t 
specialist who is treating the Presi­ 
dent. 
The Administration appoints na­ 
tional advisory councils, chiefly of 
medical men, to recommend bud­ 
get appropriations for the various 
research activities. Dr. White is 
executive secretary of the National 
Heart Advisory Council. Every year 
he has come to Washington and plead­ 
ed for more funds for heart re­ 
search, a circumstance hitherto at­ 
tracting only limited attention. 
M rs. Hobby in fact ignored all 
the Health Advisory Council recom­ 
mendations with fine impartiality. 


But when Dr. White returns next 
year — possibly combining with his 
visit a checkup of his famous White 
House patient, he is bound to get 
the full publicity treatment. Com­ 
parison with the Administration at­ 
titude would be inevitable. 
As Senator Hill quickly noted the 
Administration is not quite out of 
the woods yet on Dr. White. As 
spokesman for the Council Dr. White 
has just asked for a $30 million 
heart research appropriation for 
next year as compared to the present 
$18 million. The increase proposed 
by Folsom would bring the total, at 
best, to $23.5 million. 
Senator Hill will demand that the 
Administration accept the Advisory 
Council’s recommendation or fire 
the Council, that is to say, Dr. 
White. 
Liberal Republican forces within 
the White House had fought a losing 
battle against the Budget Bureau 


and Treasury Secretary Humphrey 
even 
before 
the 
President was 
stricken. Their principal spokes­ 
man was Nelson Rockefeller, who 
argued first, that the budget-bal- 
ancers were shortsighted and wrong; 
second, that they were politically 
stupid always to let the Democrats 
stage winning fights for the im­ 
provement of public health. 
Mrs. Hobby and the then Budget 
D irector, Joseph Dodge, cooperat­ 
ed with Rep. John Taber, the demon 
economizer of House appropria­ 
tions, to frustrate Rockefeller. 
Secretary Folsom, who gives an 
immediate impression of warmth 
and competence, knows Congress 
well through his work on Social 
Security legislation and in the T reas­ 
ury, where he has been Undersec­ 
retary. He starts with a clean slate 
and will do well at the Capitol. He 
also seems to have a strong sense 
of political reality.
